Aa the Queen was entering her carriage 
thin evening a man in the staHon yard de­ 
liberately fired a pistol shot at her. The 
man, who was a miserable looking object, 
was immediately seized by several police­ 
men and taken to the Windsor police sta­ 
tion. No one was hurt. 
The Queen drove off to the castle im­ 
mediately after she was fired at. The 
miscreant was followed to the police sta- 
Hon by a large crowd of people. News­ 
paper hawkers are now crying the news 
on the London streets. It causes a grea * 
sensation. 
The miscreantgives his name os R od­ 
erick MaoLean. He was ,with difficulty 
rescued from the crowd. The Queen ar­ 
rived at Windsor about 5:30. 
She had 
been in London since Tuesday where she 
gave a drawing-room Wednesday in hon­ 
or of Princess Helen of Waldeck, who is 
to marry Prince Leopold. 
A crowd assembled at Buckingham 
Palace this morning in hopes to see the 
Queen drive out. The demeanor of tho 
people was cordial. As usual there was 
a large crowd of spectators awaiting the 
Queen’s arrival at Windsor. The Queen 
walked 
across the platform of 
the 
railway station to a carnage which was in 
waiting to take her to the castle. John 
Brown had already ascended to his seat 
behind the carnage when a man standing 
at the enter&noe of the station yard, 
among the spectators, pointed a pistol at 
the carriage and fired. 
To judge from 
the report the pistol was not loaded. The 
Queen, who was not aware of what hap­ 
pened, was immediately driven to tho 
castle, but before she passed by the man 
had been seized by the Superintendent of 
the Borough police who was standing 
near by, aud also violenUy seized by the 
crowd and only rescued when three or 
four policemen came to the Superinten­ 
dent’s assistance. The pistol was cap­ 
tured by one of the crowd. MacLeau, 
who was miserably clad, was taken into 
High street, and thence conveyed to the 
police station m a cab. 
As soon as the Queen arrived at 
the casHe she ordered tho equerry 
to proceed to the depot to inquire 
if any one had been hurt.

FAIRCHILDS RET VRS. 


H earty W elcom e R x teid ed te U lm bv

M adison, March 2.—Ex-Gov. Lucius 
Fairchild, for fix years the executive 
head of this State, and latterly consu I to 
Liverpool and minister to Spain, arrived 
homo in Madison at 5 o’clock this even 
ing, after an absence of nine years.

was given a hearty welcome by his old 
friends and neighbors. There was au 
immense 
crowd at the Northwestern 
depot in East Madison when the train 
bringing home the favorite son 
arrived. 
Owing to the muddy streets the proces­ 
sion was not as imposing as wai desired, 
Upon the arrival of the train and while 
the band was playing, General Fairchild 
alighted and was escorted to the third 
carnage, in which he was seated with.

In the pro­ 
cession were several members of tho 
Iron Brigade, in which General Fairchild 
fought, aud also several members of the 
Second Wisconsin Regiment, which Gen­ 
eral Fairchild commanded. 
When the procession arrived at tho 
east door of.the capitol tho military drew 
up in a line before the State house stops 
and the carnages were unloaded. After 
a few moments spent inside General 
Fairchild aud the State officers reappeared 
and 
tho ceremonies l>egan.

speaker, lie paid a graceful :uid eloquent 
tribute to General Fairchild’s life, char­ 
acter, and public services, dunng two 
years’ services as Secretary of State, six 
years as governor of Wisconsin, nine 
years in the diplomatic service—first as 
cousul 
Liverpool, second as consul- 
general to Paris, and latterly as minister 
of the United States to the court of 
Spain. He has honored his country and 
honored himself, In behalf of the State, 
in behalf of Madison, whore General 
Fairchild has passed his boyhood, and iu 
behalf of his comrades m arms who, with 
him, went to tho front in the hour of tho 
country’s peril, he heartily welcomed him 
home. Colonel Calkins followed, second­ 
ing the welcome, after which General 
Fairchild was introduced. It was some 
time before he could find words with 
which to express his appreciation of his 
welcome. He said his heart was too fnll 
to speak to his neighbors anti fellow citi­ 
zens.

To-day 
he experienced the pleasure in extremes, 
Ho thanked the gentlemen who had 
voiced the welcome now tendered him 
for their kind words of praise; and if he 
deserved one tenth part ot what had been 
said he would be satisfied.

American Glass Making. 
The first glass factory in America was 
erected iii 1609 near Jamestown, Va., 
and the second followed iii tho same 
colony twelve years later. 
Iii 1639 some 
acres of ground were granted to glassmen 
in Salem, Mass., probably the first year 
of tho industry which was prosecuted 
thoro foi many years. 
The first glass 
factory in Pennsylvania was built near 
Philadelphia in 1883, under tho direction 
of Win. Penn, hut did not prove success­ 
ful. 
The first gloss factory west of the 
Alleghenies was set up by Albert Gallatin 
ami his associates in 1785, at Now 
Genova, on the Monongahela River. 
A 
sinai I factory was established on the 
Ohio River, near Pittsburg, in 1790, and 
another in 1795. 
The earlier attempt 
failed, tho later was quite successful 
Iii 1810 there w*oro twenty-two glass 
factories in the country, with an annual 
product valued at $1,047,000. 
There aro 
now about live times as many factories, 
producing eight times as much glass. 
According to the returns received under 
the recent census, our flint glass factories 
turn o u t 210,554 tons of table and other 
g la s s wr.re; and tho window-glaas works 
j >r«mIiicaj *2,644,440 boxes. 
Tho total value 
cf the product is nearly $15,750,000.— 
Scientific American.

With 20 feet of water as­ 
sured at the South Pass, where the jet­ 
ties are located, tho river transportation 
of grain to ocean hulls bids fair to assume 
projiortions that may jeopardize the over­ 
land carrying of grain between the lap­ 
per Mississippi and Hie seals lard. Wi thin 
the past few weeks tho St. Louis aud 
New Orleans Tranny libation Company 
and the Mississippi Valiev Trausp* illa­ 
tion Company have been in the market 
as purchasers for steamers aud barges. 
The latter are of the variety known in 
Western waters as tho 4‘model” barge, 
in contradistinction to the coal or square 
barge. 
These craft are built to a nun!. I, 
aud those recently contracted for are of 
the following dimensions: Length 225 
feet, width 30 feet, hold 9 feet.

An Eel Story. 
Not long since a well on tho farm of 
Aliner Welsh, near Orangeville, Pa., in 
consequence of impurities in the Witter, 
was cleaned, and when the water was 
I *punq>ed out there was found in the edge 
of tile wall near the bottom the decaying 
remains of a large eel.
